“ FIXING ” ’ 
a s l a t e . 


W ill H . Paul, a member of the 
Sedalia fire department, employed 
at engine house No. 2, yesterday 
received from Chisholm, Boyd & 
W h ite C o., expert brickmakers of 
Chicago, 111., 
fifteen miniature 
ornamental bricks made from clays 
or shales taken from land owned 
by his 
father-in-law, 
Casper C . 
Sm ith, one-half mile west of the 
State Fair grounds, that are pro­ 
nounced by local experts the equal 
of any like material used in the 
construction of the finest residences 
in Sedalia. 
M r. Sm ith owns a 40-acre tract 
of land in the locality stated, and 
the clay from which the sample 
bricks were burned covers an area 
of about seven acres. 
It is found 
at a depth of four and five feet,and 
extends down fifty feet, or as far a« 
the prospectors have gone. 
These clays are blue and gray in 
color, and the late Edward H ur­ 
ley, 
who 
inspected samples of 
them more than a year ago, gave 
it as his opinion that they could be 
manufactured 
into as 
handsome 
and durable ornamental building 
bricks as could be purchased in any 
m arket. 
R ealizin g that Mr. H urley was 
com petent to judge in the prem­ 
ises, M r. Paul determined in time 
to have the clays tested by ex­ 
perts, and in consequence sent a 
quantity of the shales to the C h i­ 
cago firm a few days ago, w ith the 
request that 
they be made into 
m iniature bricks and returned here. 
There are fifteen of these bricks, 
th rie designated as N o. x being 
i£ade from the gray shale, N o. 2 
from the blue shale and N o. 3 from 
a m ixture of the tw o, one-half of 
each being used. 
T he finished product is all that 
could be desired, as w ill be seen by 
the follow ing extract from a letter 
w ritten to M r. Paul by the Chicago 
experts. 
“ Y o u w ill observe that all of 
• these samples are satisfactory, and 
indicate 
that the materials 
are 
adopted to the manufacture of first- 
class bricks. 
“ If you desire a full-size practical 
test made of your shales, and w ill 
send fifty pounds of it by express, 
or 100 or more pounds of it by 
freight, charges prepaid, we w ill 
be glad to make it op into fall size 
bricks for you.” 
The chree^ samples have beea in­ 
spected by several Sedalians who 
know 
what ornamental building 
bricks, 
should 
be, 
and 
they 
do not hesitate to say that they 
have never seen their superior, 
they being just as handsome and 
- just as durable as the bricks found 
in the Beiler and Cassidy resi­ 
dences, and 
which* were exceed­ 
ingly expensive, they being shipped 
here from other states. 
Neither Mr. Smith nor his son- 
in-law, Mr. Paul, have the capital 
required 
to utilize the clays by 
potting in a brick-making plant, 
but they are willing to let in on 
the ground floor any one who will 
furnish the necessary cash to put 
in such machinery as is needed for 
the manufacture of this class of 
bricks. 
If you are interested, drop 
aroond at the engine house and 
Mr. Paul will take pleasure in ex­ 
hibiting to you the sample bricks.

The mayor and the members of 
the city council held a caucus last 
night,

consider the selection of appointive 
city officers. 
The m eeting, it was stated after 
adjournment of the session, was a 
very harmonious one. 
The alder­ 
men declined to be interviewed re­ 
garding the proceedings,on the plea 
that each one had obligated him­ 
self to secrecy. 
The reticence of the aldermen, 
however, did not cut off street talk, 
and it was currently reported that 
an effort to abolish the office of 
sanitary policeman had failed, but 
n oth ^g was know n as to whether 
Mayor Babcock would recommend 
the reappointment of O . H . Coe, 
*the present incumbent, or name a 
new candidate. 
A n effort was made, it was also 
reported, to oust 
Edw ard Don­ 
nelly, the present city weighmas- 
ter, and select another person for 
the position, but it was finally de­ 
cided that there was no excuse for 
rem oving a man who had filled the 
position in an acceptable manner. 
The aldermen, it is claim ed,were 
almost a unit

On the morning of November 
3d, 1902, the residence of one of 
the Fay brothers in Clinton was 
robbed of diamonds to the amount 
of $i,3CX)J 
T w o months ago Bur­ 
rier 
was 
arrested 
in Clinton, 
charged w ith the robbery of several 
residences. 
He has been positively 
identified in the latter charges, it 
is said, and w ill be convicted. 
Mr. F ay is confident that this is 
the same fellow who robbed him 
on the morning of November 3d, 
but Burrier’s attorneys claim that 
he was in Sedalia on the 2d of N o­ 
vember, hence it would have been 
impossible for him to commit the 
F ay robbery. 
Burrier’s attorneys say they can 
substantiate 
the claim 
of 
their 
client that he was in Sedalia on N o­ 
vember ad by Jos. F . Sew ell and 
ex-Policeman Joseph Johnson, col­ 
ored, of this city, but Fay Bros, 
doubt this, and yesterday made a 
request of the D e m o c r at that M r. 
Sew ell be interviewed on the sub­ 
ject. 
“ I know George Burrier w ell,” 
said M r. Sew ell, “ and for a term 
of years, up to 1900, lived on a 
farm 
adjoining George’s 
father, 
near 
Farm ington, 
Van 
Buren 
county, la. 
“ The fam ily bore a good repu­ 
tation. 
George at that time was 
a young man and worked on his 
father’s farm. A fter leaving home 
I saw nothing more of him until 
last November. 
“ It was on Sunday, November 
2d, that George came to my place 
of business, he having arrived that 
day from Jefferson C ity. 
I know 
it was November 2d, because it was 
just before the election, and things 
were pretty hot around town. 
“ George told me he had been fol­ 
low ing the races, m aking books for 
an Omaha firm. 
W e talked over 
old times and spent a few hours to­ 
gether very pleasantly. 
“ W hen I went off watch I in­ 
troduced Burrier to H enry Brim 
mer, my barkeeper, and also to Joe 
Johnson, the negro policeman, and 
the latter accompanied Barrier to 
the depot when he boarded the Mis­ 
souri Pacific train at i 150 o’clock 
a. m. for Kansas C ity. 
“ George may have been guilty 
of some crookedness since I knew 
him in Iow a, but I am certain he is 
not guilty of the F ay burglary, as 
it was a physical im possibility for 
him to have boarded a train here 
at 1 150 o’clock on the morning of 
November 3d and robbed a resi­ 
dence in Clinton, la ., the same 
m orning.”

The Fay Bros, in their letter to 
the 
D e m o c r at say that Burrier 
has a long criminal record, and he 
is certain to go over the road for 
other robberies, even if he was in 
Sedalia when M r. F a y ’s residence 
was robbed of $1,300 worth of 
diamonds.

The M exican money was genu­ 
ine, bni unfortunately for the home 
dealers who accepted it at face 
value, as they learned later, the 
$5 bills are worth only $1. 75 in 
Am erican money. 
On Friday evening M r. M cC ul­ 
lough made a small*purchase of the 
Sedalia Grocery company and ten­ 
dered a I5 Mexican bank note in 
payment. 
The bill in color and 
general appearance 
quite closely 
resembled one of 
Uncle Sam ’s 
greenbacks, and the clerk of the 
Sedalia Grocery accepted it readily 
and handed the stranger his change 
in United States silver coin worth 
100 cents on the dollar. 
The Mexican bill was not de­ 
tected until the firm made up its 
cash account Friday night, 
and 
yesterday morning it was learned 
at a bank that its value was only 


$1.7 5- 
The police were notified of the 
transaction, and yesterday after­ 
noon Chief Love received informa­ 
tion that another $5 Mexican bank 
note had been passed at the Mis­ 
souri Pacific bar. 
Policeman Card was detailed on 
the case and he found M cCullough 
at the corner of Second and Ohio 
streets and escorted him to police 
headquarters. 
There it was ascer­ 
tained that M cCullough had quite 
a roll of M exican $5 bills on his 
person. 
The stranger insisted that his 
money was genuine and worth its
